hundred years . ago, British soldiers 
marched “down these. roads and 
through these villages-on the way to 
Waterloo. 

I came into the town of Hal just as 
thé British troops entered it, and when 
the. corps’ commander was receiving 
an address of welcome in the Town 
Hall. A vast crowd surged in the 
market place through which the Gen- 
eral and his staff made. their way 
slowly, followed by tall banners richly. 
embroidered, carried by the city stand- 
ard bearers, while the bells clashed out 
and the bands played the anthems of 
the three nations, and hundreds of boys 
and: girls flung streamers.at us. That 
was on the way to Waterloo, across 
which British cavalry was crossing for 
the: first time since that June day in 
1815 when Picton’s Horse and the 
Household Cavalry under Lord Ed- 
ward Somerset rode out toward Hou- 
gomont arid La Haye Sainte. 

I met some Scots on the. way to Wa- 
terloo beyond the village of Hal, and I 
wondered if these Jocks were thrilled 
as I. was by the thought of crossing 
those fields haunted forever by’ the 
ghosts of Wellington's army, that lit- 
tle army of 24,000 men who decided 
the fate of Europe for a time, as now 
again the map has been redrawn by 
the blood of their successors. Through 
the haze of the morning one's: imagi- 
nation saw the figure of Wellington 
on ‘his white horse, that hard, hook- 
nosed face of his, ‘staring over -those 


-fields; and further on the voices of 


French soldiers in the long, tangled 
traffic of transport and guns brought 
back the memory of their great- 
grandfathers who, a hundred years 
ago, shouted ‘* Vive l’Empereur!.

Americans in London Point Out 
Lack of Policy by Allies. 


‘LONDON, Oct, 31.—The after-war bus- 

iness problem receiving the most im- 
portant attention at present in Bng- 
land is that of the control of raw matc- 
rials and shipping, says a, statement 
issued by the American Chamber of 
Commerce in London. It adds: 

** Detailed studies of sources. and 
methods of contro] and distribution are 
being made, but there does not yet an- 
pear to be agreemént on the general 
principles of control. On the ohe hand 
powerful, interests are urging immédiate 
co-operation between Great Britain, 
Fraance, and the United States, for the 
formation of a world control which will, 
at the appropriate time, be able to dis- 
tribute raw materials as seems best. On 
the other hand some are pointing out 





contrary to President Wilson's policy of 
“no economic combination within the 
League of Nations.’ 

“* World arrangements are already be- 
ing made with the sanction and even the 
assistance of the British Government in 
regard to oil and metals, while shipping 
plans change or develop daily.

English Officer Tells How Bul- 
garians Mistreated. Prisoners. 


A special cable message dated Nov, 20 
from Athens to The Liberal, an Ameri- 


vey oh tt newspaper, published week- 
ly, Bay: 

a The .General Secretary of the De- 
partment of Justice has returned from 
Seres and communicates the following: 

**In September, 1917, the inhabitants 
of Seres were 23,693, of which 14,938 
were Greeks, 7, $25 Turks, and- 730 
Israelites. In. Stntember, 1918, aftg@ 
the Bulgarian PS. the inhabitants 
were. 5,793, half were Bul- 
garians hb gage et from the intertor 
of Bulga’ there. were only 2,293 
Greeks, a ty half of :which were under 
ten years of age. In Drama there were 
found twelve bodies of Greeks thrown in 
wells by the Bulgarians.

istence to take it away as fast an rail- 
ways could deliver-it. Not until there 
shall be like conditions can there be 
like congestion again. It follows that 
there should be no disturbance of per- 
manent relations of the ports for any 
such exceptional and temporary rea- 
sons. Legs generally known, but 
equally worth ®nowing, fs, the fact 
that there would have been,mo conkes- 
tion here if this port had been sup- 
piled with the tonnage available. before 
the war. In 1914 clearances were for 
15,421,394 tons of shipping. In every 
year since theré has been @ decreage 
to, 11,389,040 tons in the fiscal year 
1917-18. The facilitics of New York, 
which before the war. were equal to 
the accommodation of tonnage largar 
than war tonnage by either ships or 
Tailways, were not decreased by the 
war. Lighterage and priorities did not 
affect tonnage actually carried. The 
doubling: of the values in foreign trade 
is a matter of prices and has nothing 
to do with quantities or freight rates. 
‘The Diréctor General_is now. adver- 
tising inducements to travel and ship 
through other “Atlantic ports. That 
would not bé necessary if-there were 
an excess’ of trmffic..préssing to’ be. 
done through them. No 6bjection need 
be taken to: the co-operation between 
his railways and coastwise steamships, 
not even if Government, has hitherto 
prosecuted such conspiracies oped com- 
binations and Congress has legislated: 
against them. The steamships run 
both ways, and traffic fs likely to be 
attracted to New York as well as from 
it. The advantages of New York do 
not need to be advertised.

BERT, King of the Belgians, shows his 
understanding of the political results 
of the war in which his country and 
he have taken so noble a part.

directly. by the Provincial Councils. 
All members of the Chamber of Repre- 
‘sentatives are elected directly by the 
vote of citizens over 25. The princi- 
ple of proportional representation of 
parties prevails, In elections for the 
Chamber citizens with certain finan- 
cial qualifications. have a supplement- 
ary vote: ahd. two. supplementary: 
votes are given to persons of 25 who 
heve teceived certain educational 
diplomas, held certain offices, or be- 
long to professions in the case of 
which a superior education may, be 
presumed. No person has more than 
three votes, ‘The King’s words prom- 
ise an equal suffrage -with no other 
qualification than that of age. 
Henceforth, too, Belgium is to be an 
independent and sovereign State. She 
is ‘* victorious and freed fromthe neu- 
‘“trality that wae imposed upen her 
* Hh States which have been ‘shattered 
theif foundations by war.’’ She

ate shall be authenticated, or preclude 
Congréss - from ‘adopting any mode: to 
that end’ ‘which its. wisdom suggests."’ Al- 
though the Constitution does not ‘ex? 
preasly require bills that havé passed 
Congress to be attested by the signatures 
of the presiding officers’.of ‘the two 
houses, usage, the orderly conduct of 
legislative - proceedings, and ‘the rules 
under. which the two bodies have acted 
since the organization “of the Govern- 
mént require that ‘mode of autheritica- 
tion. The signing by the Speaker of the 
Howse of Representatives and by the 
President of the Senate, in open session, 
of an enrolled bill, is an official attesta- 
tion by the two houses of such bill as 
one that has. passed Congress.

OPPOSES: LABOR BOARD. 


President Says Existing Agencies 
“Can Better Handle Problem: 


“General Ballington’ ‘Booth, President 
ofthe Volunteers. of América, yesterday 
gave out.a letter from President. Wilson 
on the subject. of labor and employment 
in the readjustment period, written in 
reply ‘to the stiggestion by General 
Booth’ ‘that. a permanent reconstruction 
commission be appointed ‘to supervise all 
problems affecting labor, The President 
replied that. he thought the problems 
conld ‘bé handled -better by egencies al- 
ready. in existence; . 

In-his Jetter to the. President General | 
Booth. wrote of‘ the “almost certain. di 
placement of large numbers of men and 
women etigaged ih the production of war 
riecessities’”"* by the return of. the sol- 
diers, and added that one of the reasons 
that prompted him to write to the Presi- 
dent ‘was ‘‘.the evidence that our work- 

ers convey to me of signs already of ap- 
prehension of economic troublé following 
the end of the war.”’ 

It was General Booth's augwestion that 
the . commission ©. would have. power 
‘Sto act, mot merely to advise on how 
to act,” on all the questions affecting 
labor. One of ‘the duties of this pro- 
posed. commission, as. outlined {n the 
letter. to the President, would have. been 
to. prevent “‘ displacement» ’of labor’ or 
all Government and war contracts until 
assured that the said labor will find an 
outlet in ‘other trades and activities, ae 
and to settle ‘‘all disputes that may 
arige otit of a. necessary curtailment’ of 
labor on war contracts.”

Now he has a little shop of 
his own at the rear of his home and the 
brooms he makes have’a distinctive 
stylé and quality. There is a ° blind 
girl in Brooklyn who has made some 
unusually pretty handbags on a Swed- 
ish loom, with original designs. 

**T must look at these,’’ says Harriet, 
from the Lighthouse for the Blind, who 
is demonstrating weaving at the sale.
